Attorney Hilton acted as messenger 
in the quest for confirmation of the 
charges. He disappeared for a few 
moments in the sick room, and upon 
reappearing he said: 

“There is no doubt about it. Moyer 
could not have been mistakén. He 
knows Jim McNaughton like his own 
mother—has seen him constantly since 
the negotiations for a settlement of 
the strike have been on. McNaughton 
and Moyer have been in conferences 
which I personally attended. 

“McNaughton ordered him out of the 
country; said he would hang him if he 
returned, and then he searched him.

PARCEL POST RATES 


third assistant postmaster 
general has this week forwarded to 
nearly 60,000 postmasters information 
as to changes in parcel post rates and 
regulations effective January 1, by 
order of Postmaster General Burleson. 
The orders provide for a reduction of 
rates in the third, fourth, fifth and 
sixth zones and for an increase of, the 
weight limit to fifty pounds on par- 
cels mailed for delivery in the first 
and second zones. 

After March 16 next books shall be 
embraced in the fourth class of mail, 
regular zone rates being applied to 
parcels of books weighing over eight 
ounces. Parcels of eight ounces or 
less will be required to pay 1 cent for 
each two ounces or fraction thereof,

Control Indian’s Ace in Hole. 


Bender insists that control has al- 
ways been his one great asset, his ace 
in the hole. He cannot understand 
the lack of control shown by a lot of 
the youngsters, and says they have no 
one to blame but themselves. After 
one of the games [I have mentioned I 
heard Bender telling a few things to 
the Athletic recruits. “The trouble 
is that you put in your time at batting 
practice and chasing fly balls, when 
you should be out there pitching. There 
is usually an outfielder pitching to 
the batters, while five pitchers are tak- 
ing batting practice. What you fel- 
lows need is pitching practice.’ 

The chief believes that any pitcher 
can acquire control if he has a desire 
to master that part of the pitching 
game. Control cannot be acquired in 
chasing fliss or batting, but must come 
from constant practice in pitching, 
with the pitcher making an attempt 
to get each ball over the plate, not 
simply throwing it to the catcher at 
random as some youngsters warm up. 
Bender practices what he preaches. He 

uts in a certain amount of time each 
ay pitching to his catcher. When he 
is warming up prior to atarciog a 
game, he tries to make every ball he 
pitches conform to the rules govern- 
ing a strike. 

Christy Mathewson ig another great 
example of the pitcher with the con- 
trol. Matty never forgets that he has 
eight other men behind him, ready and 
anxious to be of assistance in retiring 
the batter. Pitchers like Bender and 
Mathewson use up just about half the 
energy of the average twirler due to 
their ability to get the ball over. All

The announcement prescribes’ that 
the committee will Investigate “espe- 
cially in reference to beef, with a view 
to suggesting possible methods for im- 
provement.” The personnel of the 
committee includes 

Dr. i ae Galloway, 
tary of agriculture, chairm: in; 
J. Waters, president of the 
State Agricultural college; Prof, 
Curtiss, Dean of Iowa State college; 
Prof. H. W. Mumford, professor of ani- 
mal husbandry, University of Illinois; 
Dr. A. D. Melvin, chief of the bureau of 
animal industry, United States depart- 
ment of agriculture: and Dr. T. N. Car- 
ver, director rural organization service, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture, 

The committee’s work, it is stated, 
will center largely on the study of 
economic questions involved in the pro- 
duction. transportation, slaughter and 
marketing of meat. As the first step 
the committee will investigate the 
changes within the last two or three 
decades which have increased cost of 
production, and the centralizing of the 
meat industry. Among important con- 
siderations to be inquired into will be 
the taking up of:the public lands, the 
effect of the capacity of the range, es- 
pecially on the remaining public lands 
and forest reserves, with a view to 
suggesting changes in the laws to 
make the public lands of greater use 
in cattle raising. The committee also 
will give special attention to the econ- 
omic changes in meat production and 
distribution brought about through the 
centralizing of slaughtering and meat 
preparations in large packing estab- 
lishments, and the changes in trans- 
portation and similar matters. which 
have resulted from this centralization 
and other causes. The economic pos- 
sibility of communal and community 
effort in cattle raising and the advan. 
tages of establishing local or munici- 
pal abbatoirs also will be investigated.

REGIONAL BANKS 


McAdoo and Houston to’ 


Hear Claims of All Cities. 
Only Fourteen Large Cities 
to Be Visited. 


Washington, December 27.—The fed- 
eral reserve bank organization cormmit- 
tee tonight supplemented its plan for 
locating federal reserve cities with an 
unofficial announcement pointing - the 
way for all cities to: present their 
claims for banks. Before the commit- 
tee, consisting of Secretary of the 
Treasury McAdoo and Secretary of 
Agriculture Houston, starts upon its 
tour of the country, it will advise 
clearing house associations and boards 
of trade in cities that are in the field 
for a reserve bank, when and where 
they can be heard. The committee will 
suggest that representatives of such 
organizations be supplied with all the 
facts each city wishes to produce in its 
favor. 

Only fourteen large cities in addition 
to Washington will be visited, but it 
was the understanding tonight that any 
city and any community can be heard 
at some point on the trip around the 
country which has been mapped out. 


Details of Hearing Not Decided. 


Although details for the hearings 
have not been worked out, it is prob 
able that the claims of Baltimore, Phil- 
adelphia and Washington will be heari 
here. Pitsburg will have an opportunity 
either in Cleveland or Cincinnati. Fort 
Worth, Texas, which is In the field. will 
be allowed to argue in Houston, and 
St. Paul and Minneapolis in Chicago. 
Information the committee procures 
from these cities will be useful tn de- 
termining the boundaries of the reserve 
districts, 

It was said tonight that neither cab- 
inet officer on the organization com- 
mittee had determined upon the num- 
ber of reserve districts and cities. The 
trip to be taken is almost as much 
for this purpose as for actually locat- 
ing the cities and defining the districts. 

Treasury officials today praised the 
decision of the committee to work out 
the district limits and cities by public. 
hearings. They said that already scores 
of telegrams had been received asking 
for a hearing in Washington, on the 
supposition that the work was to be 
done here. By helding hearings in 
many cities the committee hopes to 
avoid trouble and save time. 

How Banks Must Apply. 

The committee took its first formal 
step today when it made official an- 
nouncement of the procedure to be 
followed by banks which wish to make 
legal application for membership in the 
new system. In accordance with this 
announcement, every bank desiring 
membership shall, within sixty days, 
through its board of directors, pass a 
resolution certifying its desire to enter 
the system. The resolution is to be 
signed by the cashier of the bank, and 
forwarded to the committee. It: pro- 
vides for the full acceptance of the 
terms of the law and expresses the in- 
tention of the board te subscribe, on 
behalf of the bank, for stock in the 
proper federal reserve bank. 

The filing of this form will be the 
first step of a bank toward” member- 
ship. It will have nothing further to 
do.toward coming into the system until 
the organization committee announces 
the geographical limits of its district 
and the city where its reserve bank is 
to be located. 

Must Begin to Put Up Meney. 

Within thirty days after guch an- 
nouncement a bank must take the sec- 
ond step that will bind it to the fed- 
eral system. It must begin to put up 
its money for stock in the district fed- 
eral reserve bank. Each bank enter- 
ing must subscribe to steck in the 
federal bank equal to 6 per cent of its 

paid up capital and surplus, but not all 

of this sum is to bBé paid at once. . 

Informal applications from banks 
continued to reach the treasury today, 
but officials were surprised when they 
received telegrams from several indi- 
viduals who wished to subscribe for 
stock in reserve banks. One applicant 
wanted to get $20,000 worth of stock, — 
another wanted $10,000 worth and an- 
other $5,000. The law provides in ser- 
tain contingencies that individuals ma; 
subscribe, but if the banks continue to 
come in there will be little “or left 
when their time limit has expired.

Has reading this ever 
the misfortune of visiting the court 
where divorces are tried? If so, have 
you noticed that the people there are 
not the very, very poor ones, nor are 
they the very, very rich ones?

CHAIRMAN W. G. HUMPHREY. 


In summing up municipal rewards and 
recognition for the year now closing the 
observant Atlantan will rank high the public 
services oi W. G. Humphrey, chairman of 
council’s finance committee. The city of 
Atlanta has had many able men in this po- 
sition, but none of them have excelled and 
few have equalled the capacity with which 
Mr. Humphrey has discharged the. duties of 
a delicate charge. It is true, of course, that 
the whole administration shares in the credit 
of Mr. Humphrey’s achievement, but it is 
also true that without a man of his clear and 
executive mind at the helm it would have 
been easy to have hopelessly bungled the 
finances of the municipality in a critical 
year. 

Few Atlantans in civil life realize the pe- 
culiar strain falling upon the chairman of 
the finance committee, nor the peculiar 
qualifications needed to meet it with suc- 
cess and dispatch. The man in this post 
must have both diplomacy and financial ge- 
nius. He must have the firmness to resist 
the importunities of some causes unworthy 
of the full support they ask, the discrimina- 
tion to know with just what degree of nicety 
the revenues of the city may be so appor- 
tioned as to get the best and the most just 
results. 

Remembering that our wretched fiscal 
system keeps rich Atlanta always pinched in 
pocket, the feats Chairman Humphrey has 
wrought with the comparative little at his 
disposal argues almost wizard skill, cer- 
tainly public devotion of a high order, since 
he could not have given to his private busi- 
ness attention more sedulous than that he 
has given to public affairs. The record he 
has established will stand as high-water 
mark in Atlanta for some time. 


THE COLONEL STRIKES FIRE. 
It was just as impossible for former 


President Roosevelt to have left South 
America without a joyous and gentle brawl 
as it would have been for him to have 
escaped serene from Egypt without admon- 
ishing the English, and Italy without a cer- 
tain well-remembered encounter. He thrives 
on battle, one of the qualities that help him 
to challenge the American imagination. 
And if he strikes hard and quickly he is also 
a thoroughly good sportsman who can digest 
whatever gunishment is coming to him. He 
has now locked horns with Dr. Marcial Mar- 
tinez, of Chili, formerly minister to this 
country, over the Monroe doctrine. Dr. Mar- 
tinez thinks the Monroe doctrine today is ob- 
solete, because unnecessary. colonel Roose- 
velt thinks the Monroe doctrine still is vital, 
and that it is incumbent upon the United 
states to enforce it, in justice to ourselves 
as well as to the South Amerfcan countries 
Senator Root aptly called our “elder 
sisters.” ‘ 

The tendency to magnify the Roosevelt- 
Martinez. incident in Washington is, we 
think, ill-grounded and untimely. The orig- 
inal cause of dissatisfaction with the Monroe 
doctrine in Latin America was that it im- 
plied an assumption of superiority on part 
of Uncle Sam, and that it might screen, on 
his side, a hunger for territorial aggrandize- 
ment. 

These 


so 


two misapprehensions have now 
been dispelled with tolerable finality. The 
earlier speeches of Roosevelt himself, the at- 
titude of Taft and the unequivocal state- 
ments of Wilson have dissipated whatever 
fears once found lodgment in the Latin- 
American breast. It is true that here and 
there prejudice and resentment linger, just 
as here and there exists xectional animosity 
in our Own country. But in both these in- 
Stances these sentiments exceptional, 
and do not reflect the almost universal com- 
mon sense consensus. 

The little interchange at Santiago de 
Chili, therefore, comes more in the nature 
of accelerating the gayety of the nations 
than anything of serious import. The colonel 
retains still his stiff “punch” and his tem- 
porary adversaries their love of provoking 

The honors are about even. And 
the colonel can forthwith into the 
jungle with a jubilant spirit and a head 
cleared of the miasmas of inaction.

7HE TRUTH ABOUT SANTA. 

Dr. B. F. Rea, of Lafayette, Ala., supports 
the theories of Holman Holtzclaw, pub- 
lished recently in The Constitution, to the 
effect that in the interests of teaching chil- 
dren “truth” we should explode the “myth’”’ 
of Santa (Naus. Dr. Rea tempers his stern 
literalism with a very kindly spirit by saying 
that while he would make Yuletide joyous 
for the “kiddies” by abundant giving, he 
wants that generosity to be not marred by 
any suggestion of deception. 

But there 1S a Santa Claus! It is true 
you cannot lay hands upon him. but no 
more can you lay hands on the sunshine, no 
more can you imprison the flickering motes 
that dance down the vista of summer days, 
nor gather into your arms the chastened 
moonlight that glorifies all things sordid as 
well as all things lovely. The colors that 
riot in autumnal leaves are painted by an 
unsubstantial magic that defies the under- 
standing of mere humanity. The joy that 
causes a little babe to coo in its mother’s 
arms, that causes the mother to give up her 
life for her child is among the most real 
things under God’s firmament, but—but it is 
not tangible. 

And the mighty kindliness that grips the 
heart of the world at Christmas and merges 
all men into a common brotherhood is, like 
Santa Claus, unmaterial but real, pervasive 
but elusive, as is every worth while emotion 
that lays its trail across the inner mysteries 
of the human soul. 

So that, after all, we are not deceiving 
the children. We are giving them their 
inalienable birthright of enchantment, of the 
enchantment we received in our turn, and of 
the enchantment they will pass on with fer- 
vent thankfulness to their own children in 
the years that are to come. 

The day that Santa Claus dies the world 
will die. The day that we lean simply to 
cold an unimaginative truth, that we try to 
measure happiness on scales and test emo- 
tion for a scientific reaction will be a day 
that the angels must weep in sheer disap- 
pointment for the sordidness that has fallen 
on the vision of earthlings. 

Some philosopher mellowed by travail 
said that “truth is beauty, and beauty is 
truth: that is all man knows or needs to 
know.” Gauged by that final criterion, a 
Christmas without Santa Claus would not be 
beautiful; it would be as bleak and uninhab- 
itable as an universe upon which the sun 
had forgotten to rise.

East Indians in Great Britain 
proper contend that their countrymen in 
Africa are not being given a square deal. 
That problem would be serious enough, if 
the great horde in India itself could be 
placated. But the disaffection has spread 
throughout the Indian empire, and Hindus 
and Mohammedans are submerging their 
customary differences to protest against 
conditions in Africa. 

The predicament of the British ministry 
may be easily appreciated. England, 
through its own tradition, {s powerless to 
dictate measures to its colonies, such as 
would be necessary to quell the disturb- 
ances in Africa. On the other hand, if 
these disturbances continue, there is every 
possibility of an uprising in India the pos- 
sible horrors of which it is unpleasant to 
contemplate. 

Associated Press cables report another 
complication, in the form of Canadian re- 
striction of Indian immigration, and in our 
own troubles, together with the Anglo- 
Japanese agreement. All over the Pacific 
countries, sentiment for the exclusion. of 
Orientals is growing and resentment is 
spreading throughout India as it did sey- 
eral months ago throughout Japan, against 
what seems to these sensitive peoples an 
affront to their racial importance. 

All of which bears out the statement of 
a prominent Englishman in the heighth of 
the crisis between America and Japan.

Was this disappointment the cause of his 
death or was there foul play? On September 
-1, 1848. he had risen full of health and 
spirits, and at 4 o’clock in the afternoon 
had set out to walk across cauntry to Thores- 
by, Lord Manver'’s seat, where he was to 
spend a couple of days. He_had sent his 
valet road in advance; but the night 
fell and he never made his appearance. 

“They would wait a little longer for him.” 
As the night advanced everybody was un- 
easy, and at last a lantern search was quick- 
ly instituted. “Perhaps he had fallen or 
sprained his ankle.” But it was not so, for 
a valet came across his body lying cold 
and stiff in a field about a mile from his 
birthplace—Welbeck. He haa been dead fer 
some hours. 

What was the cause of his mysterious 
death? The coroner’s jury appear to have 
found no difficulty in coming to a decision. 
Their ,verdict was: “Died by the visitetion 
of God—to wit, a spasm of the heart.” 

But there were many who were oy no 
means satisfied with the vague verdicz of 
the inquest. Lord George had always been 
a4 man of remarkable vigor and health. and 
never more so than on the day of his death. 
Was it at all likely that such a man would 
drop dead during a quiet and unexciting 
Stroll across the country. Later years, how- 
ever, have brought new facts to light which 
Suggest a very different explantion of this 
tragedy. 

“The hand of God,” it was, no doubt, that 
struck the fatal blow—it always must be; 
but was there no other ageacy, and that 
a human one? Was it not the hand of his 
brother? Some have said it was, and though 
the story is evolved in obscurity and open 
to grave doubt (indeed it has more than 
once been flatly contradicted), it will be 
one of the many mysteries that will un- 
doubtedly never be solved.

{ts appearance before breakfast, is tradi- 
tional among southern families who still love 
to cling to customs that were hoary with 
age even “before the war.” .This is one good 
way to make it: 
Eggnog. 
12 
1,-pint of rum, 
Nutmeg to taste, 
12 tablespoonfuls 
1 pint of brandy, 
1 quart of cream. 
Beat the volks of the eggs very light and 
frothy and then stir in the sugar until it is 
all dissolved. After this add the brandy and 
the rum and the nutmeg. Then mix in the 
cream and the whites of the eggs which have 
been whipped to a stiff froth. The propor- 
tion of spirits may, of course, be modified 
to suit individual preferences. Sometimes a 
glass of brandy and a glass of whisky &re 
used in preference to the other combination. 
When this eggnog is properly made, it 
should be very thick, indeed, it is often thick- 
er than is desirable. When this is the case, 
it may be thinned down by substituting 
three pints of milk for the cream, or, better 
than this, use milk and cream ¢n equal pro- 
portions.

Sad Case of a Fad Made Law. 
(From The New York Commercial.) 

\ striking manifestation of the folly of 
enacting hastily framed statutes based upon 
pseudo-scientific fads is to be found in Wis- 
consin where somebody inspired and the 
assembled solons of that state passed a law 
compelling medical examination before mar- 
riage. This law carries with it a fee of 
$3 for the physician. Now the doctors have 
refused to act and it has been naturally 
assumed that the statutory fee was insuffi- 
cient. In a dispatch from Milwaukee, Dr. 
Horace W. Brown is quoted to the effect that 
the reason for the resistance to the law 
is far deeper than the mere questjon of 
He says: 

The true reason why the medical men 
refuse to make theSe certificates is that 
the examination, according to the demand 
of the bill, would involve at least four Was- 
serman tests, extending over a period of four 
months, each of which would absolutely cost, 
if properly done, from $10 to $15, after which 
a Noguchi test would be necessary. 

Besides this, all spinal reflexes 
have to be tested, all bones of the 
examined, as well as the joints. The 
eyes and throat must undergo a severe and 
careful examination, and if all this were 
done it would require at least six months to 
do it. 

It is for this reason that the medica] pro- 
fession, knowing its responsibility to the 
public and desiring as much as any other 
class of men that eugenic conditions shall be 
improved, looks upon the bill as it now reads 
as being the most absolute nonsense and 
recognize it as the product of an egotistical 
brain overwhelmed with the delusion of its 
own importance. 

Of course this law presents an extreme 
and enlightening illustration of the absur- 
ditvy of attempting to remedy fundamental 
evils by statute, especially when the fram- 
ers are blissfully and characteristically ig- 
norant either of the subject of the law or 
its logical results. Inasmuch, if the physi- 
cian quoted is correct in his statement, 
enforcement of the law will be impossible, 
it will be relegated to the great mass 
dead-letter statutes which have done so much 
to grieve the judicious and to breed an un- 
healthy contempt for authority in the minds 
of the ignorant and irresponsible. 
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An Appeal for Life. 
(From The Manufacturers Record.) 

The appeal of the railroads of the coun- 
try to the interstate commerce commission 
for the privilege of advancing rates 5 per 
cent is receiving commendation from many 
publications and people formerly opposed to 
an advance in freight rates. The country 
has now come square up to the situation 
which The Manufacturers Record persistently 
outlined six or seven years ago when it 
pointed to the fact that railroad freight rates 
in this country must be advanced, or else 
there would comé a breakdown of the rail- 
ways of the land from inability to earn 
money enough to justify the enormous in- 
vestments of new capital for expansion. This 
does not in any way mean that all freight 
rates are equitable nor that there should be 
no adjustment of existing rates as between 
different cities and different states; but mere- 
ly that as a general proposition the freight 
rates of the country are less than they should 
be if the railroads are to find money enough 
to enable them to meet the pressing 
mands for increased transportation facilities. 
We must either face an increase in railroad 
rates to such an extent ag to bring about a 
increase in railroad facilities, or else 
we must face government ownership with 
all of the disadvantages which that would 
bring to the whole country. And these condi- 
tions must be studied not from the light 
of the railroad point of view, or the investors 
in railroad securities (though both of these 
have thetr just claims), but from the abso- 
lfitely essential necessity for the welfare of 
the country for increased transportation. It 
is to be hoped that the interstate commerce 
commission will look with favor upon the 
appeal of the railroads and will act promptly 
in order that there may be a revival of rail- 
road building, and railroad buying of mate- 
rial and equipment, that the wheels of busi- 
ness may again be started.

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Question of Expert Testimony 


To Be Discussed By Scientist 


| Among the first arrivals of the emi- 
| nent scientists of the American Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of Sci- 
| ence, which will be in session in At- 
'lanta all this week, was Dr. L O. 
Howard, of the Smithsonian institution, 
of Washington, D. C., permanent sec- 
retary of the association, who regis- 
tered at the Piedmont hotel Saturday 
morning. 

Dr. Howard expects the Atlanta 
meeting to be one of the most im- 
portant the association has ever held. 

One of the most interesting ques- 
tions which will be considered by the 
association will be that of whether 
expert testimony in the cou-ts of law 
should be allowed to be paid for by 
either side in a suit. 

Thinks Court Should Pay. 

Dr. Howard is of the opinion that 
the court itself, and not litigants, 
should bear this expense. 

“I think that in the interest of fair- 
ness ~d justice the courts should be 
made to select and pay the scientists 
who give expert testimony,” says Dr. 
Howard. “My reason for this opinion 
is that such a provision would tend 
to do away with anv biased testimony 
which might be given. For instance, 
one side of a case can put an expert 
upon the stand who can give just such 
testimony as will support that side of 
the case, while the opposite side can 
hire an expert of equal standing whose 
testimony may be biased in oppo- 


site direction. 

“IT expect that this question will be 
discussed at the coming meeting, in 
company with some of the most ex- 
pert lawyers of the country, with a 
view to finding what may be done to 
bring about a condition whereby ex- 
pert testimony may be given with 
liability of bias.”

Let us then say “as soft as a real 
Angora scarf!’" Camel's hair—really the delicate 
chin-whiskers of Sir Camel—is indeed remarkably 
silken, especially when it is woven with a silk warp, 
as used to be done; and it weaves beautifully (and 
expensively) into socks and underwear. But it is 
to be had only in its own color—a brownish tan— 
and costs far too much for most of us. The best 
Angora is just as soft, light of weight and warm, and 
costs only about two-thirds as much.

Cheaper still is the imitation Angora. This is 
more than fairly satisfactory, and in its better grades 
is mot to be despised.

Years ago it was not permitted to leave 
the country except in spun or manufactured form, 
and at one time its export was absolutely prohibited. 
Apparently it came into France and England first 
about sixty or seventy years ago,and became popular 
at once, owing to its beautiful silkiness and soft 
‘“feel."’ At various times it has been fashionable as 
dress goods, but is now chiefly sent to Vienna for 
making into jackets and wraps.
